Upon the secession of Mississippi from the 


Union Mr. l)u\ \f resigned his siat in the sen- 
ate and returned home to take command of 
the military forces of Mississippi. In Feb- 
ruary, ]s')l. he was elected president of the 
Southern Confederacy. 
After the fall of 


Richmond President Davis retreated south- 
ward, and while endeavoring to make his es- 
cape was captured at Irwmsville, (!a., May 
in, 1MV), ami [was held a prisoner two years 
at Fortress Monroe awaiting trial. He was 
then released on bail and included in the gen- 
eral amnesty of Dec. -Si, iwi*.

was a linisli.-d orator. It is said that John 
Quiney Adain.s, mi hearing Mr, Dm is' first 
speech in the senate, observed to his friends: 
"That young gentleman is no ordinary man;

His Appeai-imce and C'Hitraotcr. 


In person Mr. Davis was a man of lofty 


dignitv, well-poised manners, and distin- 
guished air. 
Hut these gitts concealed from 


t.he superficial view defects of character 
which nere the most serious — indeed, almost 
vital in their consequences— and which rap- 
itlly developed when he was at the head of 
the Confederate government. His dignity 
was a mask of u peculiar obstinacy, which, 
stimulated 
by 
an 
intellectual 
conceit, 


-purned the counsels of his advisers and re- 
jected their plans. 
Curiously enough, he 


was subservient to favorites, and unworthy 
men often secured his aid it} their pet proj- 
ects to the neglect of higher matters notthus 
ceremoniously backed. 


I>istaut anil Constrained. 


Though of broad scholarship and luminous 


intelligence he had little practical judgment, 
his intercour-e with men was too distant and 
constrained, and oi ten his judgment of par- 
ticular men was grotesque and absurd. The 
quick apprehension, the strong and active 
common sense, the knowledge <if the men that 
distinguished President Lincoln and is the 
birthright of nil grent lenders, did not be- 
long to Mr. Davis, but rather the elegant and 
brilliant accomplishments which dazzled the 
multitude and coni'u.se.l the world. 
Admir- 


ation for the man, c veil among his followers, 
was strangely mingled with censure, and 
one party w as extravagant in his praise, the 
other unlimited in his condemnation. 


The last years of Jefferson Davis' life were
